of the ribbed edge. Crochet up in 
rib with latchet tool. Shape 
Front Neck: With a short length 
of wool, cast off the centre 21 (25, 
29) sts. Work over each of the 2 
sets of 39 sts, as follows—keeping 
the armhole edge straight and 
continuing the ribbed panel until 
the sts, are cast off in the neck 
shaping, dec. 1 st, at the neck edge on 
next 3 rows, then every alt. row until 
29 sts, remain. Work straight until arm¬ 
hole measures the same as back armhole, 
ending armhole edge. Shape Shoulder: 
Cast off 6 sts. at beg. of next and 3 foil, alt. 
rows. Work 1 row. Cast off rem. 5 sts, 
SLEEVES (alike): With 2 sizes finer than 
main tension, cast on 79 (83, 87) sts. Work 
6 rows In k.1, p.1 rib. Change to main 
tension and st.-st, Inc. 1 st, at each end of 
every 4th row to 93 (97,101) sts. Work 1 row. 
Shape Sleeve Top: Cast off 5 (6, 7) sts. ot 
beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. 1 st, at each end 
of next 3 rows, then every alt. row until 45 sts. 
remain, then every row until 31 sts. remain.

NECKBAND: With 2 sizes finer than main 
tension, cast on 159 (167,175) sts. Work 8 rows 
in k.1, p,1 rib.

BELT: With 1 size finer than main tension, 
cast on 6 sts. Work straight in st,-st. until belt 
measures 54 in. Cast off. 

TO COMPLETE: Pin out and press each

Paradise Fruit/ 


THE tomato, which is also known as the 
* Paradise fruit, was only introduced into 
Europe from South America towards the end 
of the last century, probably about 1890. 
Originally it had the colour and size of the 
cherry. It is only because of successive horti¬ 
cultural improvements that it has reached its 
present beautiful appearance and size. Experi¬ 
ments are still being made and the variety of 
tomato which was the only one to be found on 
the market a few years ago has now been 
developed into widely different types, each one 
possessing its own special quality and purpose. 
The growers are not even satisfied with the 
lovely red hue and have produced tomatoes of 
different colours, for example a glowing yellow 
and a mauvtsh red. However the taste of these 
is rather less pronounced. 


\AARIETIES which are most easily found in the 
▼ shops are the very juicy round ones (a) 
or the wider, slightly flattened, ribbed and 
fleshy ones (b). In Southern itafy a third 
variety (c), the long pointed ones, are a firm 
favourite. They are widely used as a "puree” 
and are especially good for baking, as they 
contain little juice. The tomato contains 
vitamins A, 8, C and acids usually found in 
fruit, as welt as various minerals. 

Despised for some time, tomatoes now enjoy 
a popularity unequalled by any other vegetable. 
Proof of this is their widespread cultivation in 
many vegetable gardens, on balconies or even 
in flower pots. Nowadays it is difficult to 
imagine a meal which would not be enhanced 
by this delicious and colourful vegetable, and 
we feel the lack of tomatoes in winter when 
only imported ones are available at a very 
high price. 

Tomatoes are eaten raw, like an apple, in a 
salad or as a canap6, cooked, mashed, as a 
sauce and as a basis for several soups; braised, 


baked and grilled they can be added to all 
sorts of vegetables; they can be stuffed in many 
different ways and even used as a filling in a 
tart or as jam. They are preserved in different 
ways, so that we need not be totally deprived 
of them during the winter. 

O N the continent there are inn umerable ways 
of using tomatoes in the kitchen either 
whole or simply as a flavouring. Here are just 
a few suggestions. 

Stuffed Tomatoes. Raw, filled with either 
cooked or raw salads, topped with mayonnaise, 
filled with tunny fish, hard-boiled eggs, etc. 

Cooked: filled with rice, cheese, egg, meat, 
fish or vegetables, 

“A Jo mode de Cracovie”: cover grilled 
slices with breadcrumbs dipped in melted 
butter and grated cheese. 

With herbs: garnish braised tomatoes with 
fresh chopped herbs and dabs of butter. 

Tomatoes in batter; dip skinned tomatoes 
in a batter and fry in nut oil. 

Grilled tomatoes: whole tomatoes or 
tomatoes cut in half cooked under the grill. 

■‘A (a Proven gale": cut the tomatoes in 
half, take out the centres and fill with soaked 
bread, garlic, green pepper, and chopped 
parsley, which has already been lightly cooked. 
Brown under the grill. 

Tomato sauce: fry lightiy some tomatoes 
with a little onion and parsley, add small pieces 
of bacon or ham, thicken with a little flour and 
finally add a little stock. 

Tomato soup: cook the tomatoes, pass 
through a sieve and for a clear soup just add 
one or more soup cubes. 

Tomato au gratin; cut the tomatoes in 
half, cover with grated cheese and a dab of 
butter. Brown under the grill. 

Tomatoes and other vegetables: braise 
tomatoes with green peppers, aubergines and 
courgettes (miniature marrows), etc. 


RECIPES 


Tomatoes with rice. Cut into thick slices 
6 to 8 tomatoes, according to size. Season with 
pepper and salt. Fry lightly on both sides in 
butter. Slice finely, chop and fry an onion. 
Spread this over the tomatoes. Add a little 
stock and finish the cooking. In the meantime 
cook a quarter of a pound of rice in a clear 
stock. Mix the rice with the tomatoes and 
sprinkle with grated cheese. If this Is to be the 
main dish pieces of ham or bacon or finely 
chopped cooked sausage can be added. 

Raw stuffed tomatoes. Carefully clean the 
tomatoes. They should as far os possible be of 
equal size and not too large. Cut off the tops 
to form lids. If the tomatoes are large they can 
be cut in half. Take out the centres, add a little 
salt and leave for a few minutes to bring out 
the juice. Pour off this liquid. Stuff with tinned 
tunny fish and lobster mixed with hard boiled 
egg and mayonnaise. Serve really cold on 
green salad. 

Stuffed cooked tomatoes. Brown in butter 
quarter pound of chopped mushrooms, a little 
garlic, chopped onion and finely cut up ham. 


Stir this into white bread soaked in milk and 
well seasoned, and, according to taste, add 
chopped cooked parsley. With this mixture fill 
tomatoes which have been prepared, os in the 
previous recipe, centres and juice extracted. 
Place the tomatoes in an oven dish or grill, top 
with dabs of butter and grated cheese and cook 
for | hour until golden brown. If you have no 
oven dish or grill pan bake them in a frying 
pan, uncovered to start with, but then covered, 
adding drop by drop, a small quantity of oil. 

Pizza napolitana. Line a medium size tin 
with pastry. If a yeast mixture is used pour a 
little oil over the pastry before adding the 
filling. Spread on a thin layer of grated cheese 
(Emmental or any other). Cover with thin 
slices of tomato and sprinkle over with 
marjoram. Cook in a hot oven and serve at 
once. 

To pee! tomatoes. This is very much easier 
if you either hold them for a moment over a 
gas flame or place them in boiling water for 
a minute or two. The skin then peels off 
easily and there is no waste.

SMOCKING 


HAND SMOCKING 

The honeycomb stitch is the one most often 
used in smocking. On fabrics with no dots or 
checks as a guide, a transfer pattern can be 
used to mark even squares, or you can measure 
and mark dots with pencil, illustration shows 
dots in pairs to indicate how stitches are taken. 
Be sure dots are in line with a fabric thread. 
Work from left to right. Knot thread and 
bring needle up between first dots of second 
row; then take small stitch through second 
dots, same row, and through first dots and 
draw dots together as at A, Insert needle to 
right of stitch just finished and bring out 
between second dots on first row so thread is 
underneath fold. Then take back-stitch over 
second and third dots first row, and draw 
together as at B. Next, over third and fourth 
dots in the second row, as C indicates, and 
back to top row, bringing fourth and fifth 
together as at D, Continue in this way 
alternating between first and second rows to 
end of row, making last stitches in second row. 
Turn work around and bring needle out in 
third row to right of last stitch. Work over 
dots In third and fourth rows, the fifth and 
sixth, as in E. Continue working over dots 
until completed. 

MACHINE SMOCKING 

Ease top tension slightly. Run a row of 
stitching along the seam allowance | in, from 
edge, One inch below seam allowance, run 
two rows of stitching £ in. apart. Space ^ in. 
for the second double row of stitching and ± in. 
for the third double row and so on for the 
number of rows desired. 

Draw bobbin threads (all rows of stitching) 
adjusting fullness to width desired. Cut strip 
of organdy or lawn the width and length of 
gathering pin to place under gathering. Keep¬ 
ing fullness evenly placed, stitch from right side 
between rows of stitching. Select any stitch 
pattern or combination of patterns desired and 
stitch over rows of gathering. Use two or more 
colours of thread.

ANIMAL MOTIFS: Trace animal motifs 
and use as pattern. Place on contrast or on 
sunsuit material and cut out, leaving £ in. 
turnings. Trace features for embroidery. Cut 
again in reverse for lining, 

EMBROIDERY; Embroider bibs before 
lining. Work continuous lines, outline-stitch; 
single lines, single-stitch; loops, lazy daisy- 
stitch; dots, French knots or fine satin-stitch; 
eyes and nose of rabbit and eyes of ducks, 
sati n-stitch. 

COLOUR SUGGESTIONS; Work em¬ 
broidery on bibs in any shade harmonising or 
contrasting with colour of material; small 


rabbit, white* grey, buff or black; eyes, brown 
or pink; nose and mouth, rose; grass, green; 
bird, blue and rose, brown and henna, or all 
tan or brown with a black eye and yellow bill; 
lines near rabbit and bird, light blue; small 
ducks, yellow, grey or white with orange bills 
and black eyes. 

MAKING RABBIT SUNSUIT: Line em¬ 
broidered rabbit bib. Stitch darts in back piece 
of panties. Match notches and seam centre 
back and centre front seams; match seams at 
crutch. Seam leg and side seams, Bind 
shoulder straps and sew button to back end of 
each strap. Bind leg openings and top of 
panties. Make a buttonhole on each side of 
back about 2£ in, or 3 in, from centre seam. 
Insert elastic through binding at back of 
panties, and fasten ends at side seams. Place 
bib over top of panties and end of straps. 
Stitch in place. 

MAKING DUCK SUNSUIT: Line em¬ 
broidered duck bib. Hem 2 short and 1 long 
edge of each ruffle piece with narrow hem; 
gather other edge to fit side of panties. 
Proceed as for rabbit sunsuit catching ruffle 
Into seam when joining side seams.

IN GARTER STITCH 


Mrs, Walwin, 261, Williamthorpe Road, 
North Wingfield, Chesterfield, never throws 
old woollies away. 11 After washing and unpick* 
ing, wind round cardboard, not too tightly so 
that the wool crinkles back when cut into 4-in. 
lengths. Then use these for making a rug with 
one or two strands to each canvas square. 
The finished effect is a lovely crinkly pile mat, 
which I back with foam rubber to prevent 
slipping and also to give a luxurious tread. 
Different coloured wools can be easily dyed 
to one colour if preferred.” 


MATERIALS: ois. of 4-ply wool. No. 12 

needles. 

All four pieces to be knitted alike. {Two 
pieces can be knitted in a different colour 
(palms) from the other two pieces (backs).) 

METHOD: Cast on 60 stitches. Row I: K, 
Row 2s Inc, in 1st st„ k, to end. Row 2: K. to 
last 2 sts, inc. in next st», k. 1, Row 4: K. to 
within 19 sts, from end of row. Turn. Row 5: 
K. Row 6: K. Row Is K. to last 2 sts., k. 2 tog. 
Row 6: K. 2 tog,, k, to end. Row 9: K. Cast 
off 15, Cast on 19, K, cast-on sts. K. to end of 
row. Repeat rows 1-9 inclusive, then cast off 19. 
Cast on 21, K, cast-on sts., k, to end of row. 
Repeat rows 1-9 inclusive, then cast off 21. 
Cast on 19. K, cast-on sts., k. to end of row. 
Repeat rows 1-9 inclusive, then cast off 28 
(thumb). Cast on 17. K, cast-on sts., k. next 
two sts. Turn. Row 41: K.19, Row 42: Inc. 
In 1st st„ k.20, turn. Row 42: IC,20, inc. in 
next st., k,1. Row 44; K.25, turn, flow 45; 
K.25. Row 46: K.27, turn. Row 47: K.2S, k. 2 
tog. Row 48: K. 2 tog., k,26. Row 49: K,27. 
Cast off. 

These ideas were sent In by Miss Sinclair, 
25, Lorn Street, Edinburgh: Try grating 
hard-cooked eggs when required for sand¬ 
wiches or salads. Use an ordinary vegetable 
grater and work as you would raw vegetables. 
If you have trouble threading the rod into net 
curtains, wrap a small piece of paper firmly 
round the end of rod and it will slide through 
easily without catching in the threads of the net. 
To keep pancakes hot when making a large 
batch: Invert a dinner plate over a pan of 
gently boiling water and, as each pancake is 
ready, put it over the plate.

varnish. 

Miss C. Wh 11 Jock, 2, Mill ward Street, 
Wananui East, New Zealand, sends a 
recipe for Fruit Bran Biscuits. Warm 3 ois, 
butter, 1 tbsp. golden syrup with ^ cup of milk, 
add a tsp, bi-carbonate of soda, then stir in 
4 cup each brown sugar, currants and coco¬ 
nut and a cup each of bran and flour, stir well. 
Roll thin and bake in moderate oven (350°). 

Mrs* Day, 2, Home Meadow, Farnham 
Royal, Slough, Backs, writes that she is 
always complimented on her custard making 
and her secret Is to add a knob of butter about 
the size of a small walnut whilst the custard 
is thickening. Then simmer for 2 minutes, 
stirring continually. 

Mrs* M, E. Crees, 10, The Crescent, 
Har ling ton, Hayes, Middlesex, has this 
tip; I have found that old sheets that are worn 
in the middle can be used for making pillow 
slips. I simply tear the worn piece right out 
and each remaining long piece 1 fold end to 
end allowing for an overlap. Allow the end 
with the wider hem to lay about fl to 9 in, 
below the narrower hem, then sew down over 
the flap each side. Cut to the length of a 
pillow slip then sew the end. Turn inside out 
and there you are! The odd piece which has 
become soft through constant wear makes 
working men's handkerchiefs. 

Mrs. Doris Hunt, Rove Cottage, Brinsea 
Road, Cong res bury, Somerset, makes this 
suggestion, I find my baby always catches his 
foot in my apron pockets, so now I always put 
them on the inside. I make them similar In 
shape to a man's side trouser pocket and sew 
ft on a slant near the edge of the apron on the 
wrong side. 

Mrs. Dodds, Hmkley-on-Bain, Woodhafl 
Spa, Lines, has a new way of lining curtains. 
Fasten the lining to the curtain with press studs 
instead of stitching. Then the lining can be 
easily removed when the curtain needs 
washing. Also, if either shrink, the press studs 
can be easily adjusted. 

After decorating, dip a match in your partly 
used tins of paint and draw a line round the 
edge. Then when you need them you will know 
how much paint is in the tins and the colour, 
without removing the lids.
